Two Gentlemen of Verona-Central Park-Belvedere Area 
7/22. 4 pro and 1 con-World Telegram& Sun-votes for the 
second in summer series of free Shakespeare presentations 
produced by Joseph Papp. Generally the pro reviews were 
milder than they were for group's previous production, Romeo 
and Juliet. Funke, Times, okayed the broad and raucous ren- 
dition of the seldom seen comedy, though he thought it was a 
bit overplayed. Beckley, Herald Tribune, recommended it as 
a performance that ought not to be missed. Herridge, Post, 
gave top billing to director Stuart Vaughan, for immense stag- 
ing skill. Also highly praised were leads- Anne Meara, Peggy 
Bennion, Paul Stevens, Robert Blackburn, Silver, News, also 
approved Vaughan's wonderfully earthy director. Sole dis- 
senting note came from World Telegram & Sun aisle-sitter 
for being a roaring bore of a play that is rarely performed 
and for good reason. Play is presented nightly at Belvedere 
Tower Area of CentralPark, West 80th St, through Aug 9. 


HMS Pinafore-Minor Latham Playhouse-7/29, Barnard 
College Gilbert & Sullivan Players week-end presentation was 
mildly panned by Calta, Times, Players are lively and confi- 
dent, but lack experience and proper talent to realize the full 
potentialities of the operetta. Five piece orchestra conducted 
by Arthur Komar was okayed as well-trained and expert. 


Summer Theatre Tryouts 


Roger the Sixth, a new comedy by Joseph Carole star- 
ring Dorothy Lamour and Robert Alda, was not viewed as 
ready for Broadway agreed Herridge, Post, and Bone, Var- 
iety.

Mistress of the Inn, a musical comedy by Don Walker 
and Ira Wallach adapted from Goldoni's 'La Locandiera" pre- 
sented at New Hope, Pa, drew split notices from a pair of 
reviewers. Dash, Womens Wear, saw it as a perfect Off- 
Broadway show,a possible successor to Three Penny Opera, 
And with sufficient processing it could conceivably make the 
Broadway grade, he added... But Bitt, Variety, fears the re- 
sult is something akin to the vanishing burlesque, but not 
substantial enough even for light-hearted summer entertain- 
ment, 


NY Critic in London 


Grab Me a Gondola , London satirical musical comedy, 
looks pretty pale beside Broadway shows of our own prohibit- 
ion era, rates Watts, Post. Though show is current British 
hit, NY critic on busman's holiday couldn't get excited about 
it... The Making of Moo, Nigel Dennis' play currently at 
Royal Court Theatre, results in a stimulating evening of theatre, 


but also remains an extremely disappointing play, Watts reports.

Annual war chant against critics by producers- 
actors-theatre fans has added nothing new to the 2000 
year old verbal battle. Perhaps it is time that these 
otherwise intelligent individuals merely realize that 
critics are necessary evils and that all the venom in 
the world is not going to end the necessity of the critic 
in the theatre.
